Even though the next dis¬ 
cussion on die controversial 
Bay Beach issue was sched¬ 
uled for next Monday, when 
site plan approvals are to be 
considered... it still found its 
way onto the agenda at this 
week's regular council meet¬ 
ing. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts, 
along with a delegate who 
spoke earlier in the meeting, 
claim that by-law 26-10 was 
not given an endorsement 
through the Ontario Municipal 
Board's ruling that dismissed 
appeals made by parties 
opposed to the 12-storey 
condo project in Crystal 
Beach. 

The Town of Fort Erie's 
director of legal services 
Heather Salter said at the 
meeting that resolutions 
approved by the previous 
council to amend the by-law 
were given to the OMB and 
were considered in the overall 
decision made in January of 
this year.

There were two resolu¬ 
tions, one related to set¬ 
backs from the shoreline 
and the other involved a 
number of holding provi- 

"That's how it was pre¬ 
sented to the board and it's 
part of the board's record," 
she said on Monday. 

The response given by 
the municipality's solicitor 
was not satisfactory in 
Lubberts' perspective, as he 


continued to ask questions. 

"Where in the OMB deci¬ 
sion, did the board member 
approve the amendments 
to this by-law?" 

The Town of Fort Erie 
faces a legal challenge

The lawyer representing 
the appellants, John 
Keenan, has been in touch 
with the Town's solicitor, 
according to Salter. 


She preferred to keep the 
bulk of legal discussion 
between both parties to a 
non-public forum for dis¬ 
cussion. 

"I would prefer to deal 
with the solicitor represent¬ 
ing these individuals rather 
than going through Coun. 
Lubberts. That would be 
more appropriate," said 

Lubberts claims he was in 
correspondence with some¬ 
one at the OMB who said 
the by-law was not amend¬ 
ed in its decision and 
referred to it as "invalid."

Mayor Doug Martin took 
exception to Lubberts' com- 

"You can't say this Is an 
invalid by-law, because you 
don't know that," said 
Martin. 

Before cutting off use of 
Lubberts' microphone in 
the council chambers, 
Martin also asked if when a 
series of inquiries such as 
this are going to be brought 
to council, more notice 
could be given to local poli¬ 


ticians and Town staff. 

"You could have provided 
these questions in advance 
of this, because I know they 
were provided to you in 
advance," said Martin. 

Lubberts was offended by 
Martin's suggestion that he 
is given a list of questions 
from individuals who are 
on the opposing side of the 
condo project. 

"Are you suggesting these 
questions were provided for 
me, that I didn't create these 
questions myself?" asked 
Lubberts. 

Salter entered back into 
the conversation, suggest¬ 
ing that any further dia¬ 
logue on the matter should 
continue in closed session. 

"It's not appropriate to 
answer any questions relat¬ 
ed to this in public session," 
she said. 

Lubberts then moved to 
add a second closed meet¬ 
ing to the agenda on 
Wednesday, where council 
and staff will discuss legal 
matters connected to the 
project. 

Salter also asked to be 


given a copy of the email 
correspondence between 
Lubberts and the OMB, 
which he claims to have 
been a part of.

prior to the closed session 
meeting." 

On Tuesday, Salter re¬ 
iterated her comments from 
the previous evening, say¬ 
ing by-law 26-10 was pre¬ 
sented and amended by the 
OMB. 

"We did that at the hear¬ 
ing," she said. 

"It's absolutely the by-law 
that was approved by coun¬ 
cil." 

Later Tuesday afternoon, 
Salter provided an email

Committee votes to close schools

Last weekend, members of the Victory Christian Centre delivered hundreds of food-filled 
bags to local food banks. In the weeks prior, church members dropped empty bags off 
at homes in Greater Fort Erie and returned later to find them filled to the brim. In recent 
years, the local place of worship has always collected an impressive amount of non¬ 
perishables for the needy in the community. 


The committee with the 
task of making a decision on 
the fate of four local elemen¬ 
tary schools has given an 
indication of the direction it is 
heading in. 

On Wednesday night, at 
Fort Erie Elementary School, 
the District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN) accommo¬ 
dation review committee 
voted in favour of one of a 
handful of options that have 
been considered over recent 
months. 

In a 5-1 vote, the commit¬ 
tee agreed closing Rose 
Seaton Public School and Fort 
Erie Elementary School would 
be the best option. 

Students from these two 
institutions would be moved 
to General Vanier Public 
School to continue their edu¬ 
cation. Garrison Road Public 
School was part of the review, 
but will most likely remain 
untouched in the process. 

Dave Schaubel, Fort Erie's 
DSBN trustee also said a new 
gyimiasium would need to be 
built at General Vanier and 
the large amount of green 
space on the school's 
ty makes this: 


This is just one of many 
possibilities that have been 
considered by the committee, 

"They've discussed a num¬ 
ber of options," said 
Schaubel. 

Although the trustee 
doesn't have a vote on the 
matter, he was comforted by 
the amount of professional¬ 
ism the committee conducts 
itself with, especially during 
the meeting on Wednesday. 

"It was a really intelligent 
discussion around the table," 
said Schaubel. 

Although a more finite 
direction has been given from 
the committee, Schaubel says 
an ultimate decision will most 


likely arrive by February. 

He says this is a difficult 
task to undertake, but schools 
are being under-utilized and 
the reality is that something 
needs to be done. 

"These aren't easy deci¬ 
sions," said Schaubel. 

"It's about success instead 
of sentiment" 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero represented the Town 
of Fort Erie on the committee. 
He agrees schools can't con¬ 
tinue to operate when they 
are only half-full.

As a former student liv¬ 
ing in St. Catharines, I 
understand the daily 
struggles with using 
municipal transporta¬ 
tion— it can be frustrating 
when the bus arrives late, 
making all of its passen¬ 
gers later. 

Or it arrives too early 
and everyone who wanted 
to take that bus has to wait 
another hour for another 


I know all too well what 
it’s like to have to walk at 5 
a.m. in snow that is higher 
than my waist because 
there weren’t any buses 
that started before I had to 
leave for work. It’s not fun 
and it’s certainly not desir¬ 
able. 

Then there were those 
times I worked the mid¬ 
night shift at the local bake 
shop—believe me there is 
nothing worse than lifting 
and moving heavy boxes of 
donuts all night and then 
having to wait for a bus 
that doesn’t come for an 
hour when I got off work. I 
usually ended up walking 

And Sunday service was 
the worst because my 
shifts never matched up 


with the bus schedule. 

I became determined to 
pass my driving test so I 
could have my license. I 
told my parents about my 
plan and within a very 
short time they had found 
me a car. About a month 
later I was licensed and I 
was on the open road. 

It was like magic—no 
more waiting at the bus 
stop, no more walking in 
the snow or in the rain. I 
was free. My little Taurus 
would take me wherever I 
wanted to go and I didn’t 

And then I understood 
that cars weren’t as magi¬ 
cal as I thought they were 
when some sort of mechan¬ 
ical contraption broke 
inside my car and my dad 


spent three days fixing it. 

That was three days 
back on the bus and all of 
the hassles and frustra¬ 
tions that came with using 
public transportation. 

But my dad is like 
MacGyver with cars and I 
was soon on the road driv¬ 
ing again and I off the bus. 

Not everyone uses pub¬ 
lic transportation, but 
there are many people who 
depend on it every day to 
get them to and from work. 
It’s not always the most 
convenient way to travel, 
but if everyone worked 
together and let Town 
council know how impor¬ 
tant it is, the service could 
be made a little better. 

Rhonda Barron, a health 
promoter for the Bridges 


Community Health Centre, 
has started a petition to 
gather support from resi¬ 
dents to extend Fort Erie’s 
bus service by a few hours 
in the morning and a few 
hours in the evening so the 
transit would begin its first 
run at 6:30 a.m. and go a 
little later in the evening 
until 9:30 p.m 

She hopes to have 5,000 
signatures to present to 
councillors during a meet¬ 
ing scheduled for Dec. 12 
to ask them to consider 
adding extra funds to allow 
these extended service to 
happen when they talk 
about the budget for 2012.

As this warm walking sea¬ 
son ends, I’d like to thank all 
the nice people of Fort Erie. 

I have enjoyed their 
smiles and waves. They real¬ 
ly encouraged me to keep 
walking. 

In 1991 I had a brain 
aneurysm and stroke. This 
left me unable to walk and 
talk. 

I was sent to two rehabili¬ 
tations. 

The places were nice, 
however, they didn’t give my 
family and I much hope and 
support. We didn’t know 
how long I would be in a 
wheelchair. At that time, they 
didn’t have any information 
on persons who had sur¬ 
vived what I went through. I 
was like a pioneer and their 
experiment. Life is a lesson, 
we learn as we go.

Walking has helped me so 
much, such as I’ve gained 
my independence, I’ve 
worked on my social skills, 
I’ve met my old and new 
friends, I’ve learned never to 
stand under wires that have 
pigeons on them and my 
walks have helped by devel¬ 
oping my stamina. 

I’ve been inspired by the 


beauty in this town and I’ve 
created poems, short stories 
and sermons. 

I wish to send out a spe¬ 
cial thank you to the drivers 
in my area. I am grateful for 
your patience. I have had a 
vision problem from the 
stroke and I try not to be a 
danger on the road. We don’t 
need more hazards. 

The medical community 
didn’t know if someone who 
had an aneurysm could walk. 
Well, no we know. You can
